A jury of six deliberated over 
the guilt or innocence of Joseph 
R. DeMarcos at press time Tues- 
day, at the end of the two-day 
hearing of the half-caste knife- 
wielder’s trial on a charge of 
murdering John Bernatchez, Win- 
field lumber-jack, by stabbing him 
on the first floor hallway of the 
St. Elmo hotel on December 24 
last, when the lumber-jack chiv- 
alrously came to the defence of a 
woman with whom the Earasian 
was having a dispute over the 
sum of one dollar. 

DeMarcos was on the stand for 
an hour and 35 minutes in the fore- 
noon, when’ he told Mr. Justice 
Boyle and the jury a dramatic story 
of the killing, said he had first 
been attacked by Ernest Hoscheit, 
one of the crown witnesses; then by 
Bernatchez; had been in fear of 
death during the long struggle 
which ensued; had walked out of 
the hotel in a daze-—‘with every- 
thing black’—and said finally that 
the evidence of the police with re- 
gard to his vindictive admission of 
guilt, was all lies.

GOOD LUCK 

Edmonton today welcomes the delegates 
gathernig here to attend the annual convention 
of the United Farmers of Alberta. It is expected 
there will be an attendance of 500, representing 
the farming population in all sections of the 
province, The agenda is, as usual, a lengthy 
one. The list of resolutions filed for discussion 
resembles, in number and variety of subjects, 
a table showing the acts passed by the legisla- 
ture of the province at a normal session. It may 
be surmised the four days of the convention 
will be busy days, 

Edmonton has welcomed many conventions 
of the kind in the years gone by, but never one 
more cordially than the present. The times 
through which we are passing have created an- 
other common bond of interest between country 
and town-—the bond of mutual distress. Alike 
the farmer and the town man have found the 
going hard of late, are finding it still hard, and 
have no clear certainty of early improvement. 

That common experience should at least 
serve to arouse in both a keener interest in the 
fortunes of the other. The inter-dependence of 
town and country now needs no argument. If 
the town folks were more prosperous. the 
farmer would find a better market for his 
preducts. Conversely, if the farmer were get- 
ting better returns for his export products— 
which in Alberta make up the great balk of his 
production—the townspeople would be finding 
business better and employment more plentiful. 
If the interests of town and country do not 
always coincide, and sometimes even conflict, 
they are none the less complementary in the 
large way, 

The city dwellers will on that account take a 
live interest in the proceedings and discussions 
of the convention that opens today, and will 
hope that it may be one of real and permanent 
benefit to the great basic industry of the 
province, 


THE CONFERENCE AT OTTAWA 

Premier Pattuilo of British Columbia thinks 
discussion at the Ottawa conference is likely to 
centre upon two subjects: construction of public 
works, and refunding cf public debt at lower 
rates of interest. 

That would seem to be inevitable. These 
proposals offer an opportunity for direct and 
immediate action to break the deadlock and 
start things moving toward a general restoration 
of employment and business, They are the 
only proposals in sight which are adequate to 
that end, They invite a joining of forces by 
the national, provincial and municipal authori- 
ties clear across Canada in an effort to create 
employment, distribute buying power, revive 
trade and re-establish conditions. 

Without a nation-wide effort of that kind 
there is no prospect that recovery can be other 
than slow, sporadic and variable, with a con- 
tinuance of the drain of the “dole” system upon 
the weakened resources of the taxpayers. Tak- 
ing as a basis the figures sent out from Ottawa, 
years would have to efapse at the same rate of 
progress before unemployment had ceased to 
be a serious national difficulty and wastage of 
time, energy and money. 

These proposals are, of course, inter-related. 
The one is practicable only on condition that 
the other be given effect. There is not much 
point in talking about an extensive program of 
public works construction unless there is to be 
a refunding of present public debt at substan- 
tially reduced interest rates. Neither the muni- 
cipalities, the provinces, nor the Dominion itself 
are in position to undertake capital expendi- 
tures in the amounts required if the taxpayers 
have to go on handing out one million dollars 
per day to meet interest charges on the pres- 
ent bond issues, and also pay for newly bore 
rowed money at the same rates. 

The success of the conference will depend 
upon whether or not the Dominion is prepared 


to undertake a_ re-funding scheme, broad 
enough to include provincial and municipal 
bonds, as well as Dominion issues. If that is 


done, money can be got for the kind of a con- 
struction program that is needed without in- 
creasing the present burdens of the taxpayers. 
If Ottawa will not do that, an open break-down 
of the conference is very possible, and its fail- 
ure @ certainty. 


A DOMESTIC DOLLAR 


The gold held by the Federal Reserve Banks 
is to be swept into the vaults of the treasury 
at Washington, Most of the other gold in the 
United States has already gone there. What 
remains is to be gathered in—and kept there 
as a premanent reserve, under official lock and 
key. 

Gold in the United States hereafter is to be 
the property of the Government. It will not

be allowed to circulate as money, nor be paid 
out by the Government on presentation of cur- 
reney bills. Hoarding the metal is a punishable 
offence. The purpose is to commandeer the 
entire supply and the output from the mines, 
provision being made for industrial use, and 
to store the gold permanently in the national 
treasury. 

In a conference with press representatives, 
President Roosevelt explained the object be- 
hind this Govrnment monopolization of gold. 
“The transfer of gold in bulk is essential only 
for the payment of international trade bal- 
ances. Therefore it is a prudent step to vest in 
the government of a nation the title to and 
possession of all monetary gold within its boun- 
daries and to keep that gold in the form of 
bullion rather than coin. The title to all 
gold being in the Government, the total stock 
will serve as a permanent and fixed metallic 
reserve, which will change in amount only so 
far as necessary for the settlement of interna- 
tional balances.” 

Gold taken over by the Government will be 
paid for in gold certificates, dollar for dollar, 
“gold for each dollar of such weight and fine- 
ness as may be established from time to time.” 
But the holder of the certificate will not be 
able to get the gold dollar if he wants it. 

The President is thus getting in position, if 
he so wishes, to draw a line of distinction be- 
tween domestic currency and a medium of ex- 
change for use abroad. 

One of these days the United States may 
find itself with one kind of a dollar for use at 
home, and with an entirely different kind of a 
dollar for use in paying accounts abroad in 
countries which still retain superstitious notions 
about the value of gold. 

And why not, since the only real demand 
for monetary gold now is in the settlement of 
international balances? Canada should divorce 
its domestic currency from foreign exchange, 
whether or not the United States does that. 
Why should a dollar in Canada be worth only 
what someone in Britain or Borneo says it is 
worth to him? 


Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 


J. B. Tyrrell, geologist, and J. W. Tyrrell, 
surveyor, have reached Winnipeg after an 
eight months’ trip in the north. They left Ed- 
monton in May, proceeding from the Landing 
in canoes which they finally drew up on the 
shores of Hudson Bay, after a journey of 850 
miles through a completely unexplored wilder- 
ness. Their route lay by way of Lake Atha- 
basca, Black river and lake. The party con- 
sisted of eight, including three Caughnawaga 
Indians from Montreal and three from near 
Prince Albert. No local Indians would go with 
them across the height of land south of Black 
lake, as they were afraid of being eaten by the 
Eskimo, Mr. Tyrrell thinks that country will 
be valueless unless precious minerals are found 
there, 

Land Agent Anderson is making a large col- 
lection of Edmonton produce which will be 
shipped on tomorrow’s train to the California 
mid-winter fair at San Francisco.

They let thes stay in, in 
the hope that they'll become radio crooners 
with fabulous salaries, The young lady who 
four years ago was photographed in affection- 
ate poses with Rudy Vallee is now suing him 
for alimony—or rather for more alimony. She 
says that $100 a week isn’t enough and that 
Rudy is making $50,000 a month. 

What a contrast with the lot of the great 
musicians. Schubert dying in poverty, his won- 
derful manuscripts not bringing in enough to 
give him decent burial. The composer of the 
devotional “Ave Maria” being buried in the 
Potters’ Field among the paupers. 

Mozart, too, an infant prodigy, giving con- 
certs at the age of six and composing his 
requiem at 36, on his death bed singing the 
alto part in a feeble voice and with dying 
breath puffing out his cheeks to convey the 
idea of the drum parts. He too was buried in 
a pauper’s grave in St. Mark’s churchyard at 
Vienna. Master of church music, he was buried 
“without music and with no friends around his 
coffin.”

Handel, too, died poor and blind, but a 
grateful foreign nation honored him in death 
with a grave in Westminster Abbey. You can 
see it there in Poets’ Corner among the graves 
of England's sweet singers. 

Most tragic of all, though he emerged from 
poverty to security, was that of Beethoven. 
Worse to him than blindness or poverty was 
the total deafness that overtook him. Unhappy 
in childhood, he was made bitter in his age by 
that great loss. Yet he not only composed 
music that he was never privileged to hear, 
but conducted the performance of one of his 
greatest works. How did he do it? He fol- 
lowed the bowing of the first violin. When 
frantic applause burst forth from the audience 
he had to be turned round and shown their 
hands clapping. The sound he never heard. 
Yet in those halls of silence that imprisoned 
him, his mind produced the wonderful Ninth 
Symphony. 

I wonder if a touch of deafness wouldn't 
improve some of the radio crooners, crying 
themselves to sleep—and making me suffer in 
the process. 


A few nights ago I attended a meeting of 
the Edmonton watch of the Cutty Sark Club, 
where I happen to be a “shipmate.” In the 
dog-watch some of the old salts told yarns 
about days afloat. Skipper Swindlehurst told 
of two brother cadets in his training days. 
Longing for a swim, it was arranged that one 
should fall overboard and the other jump in 
to the rescue (?). The ruse was so successful 
that the youth who fell overboard was given 
a month’s quarterdeck for “Jeaving the ship 
without permission.” 

But what of his confederate He was par- 
aded before all hands and extolled as a hero. 
A month later he received a gold watch and a 
five pound note from the grateful parents of 
the youth he had saved (?). A few weeks more 
and all hands were again paraded and the 
the young deceiver was decorated with the 
Royal Humane Society’s medal for saving life. 
Even that didn’t end the reward of virtue, for 
His Majesty visiting the ship a few months 
later desired the hero's presence, shook hands 
with him and applauded his gallantry.

He had 
been decorated for bravery in defying German 
snipers while hour after hour he rescued com- 
rades from No Man's Land. After his sixth or 
seventh whisky he dropped his voice and said, 
“T wasn't tryin’ to do any bravery; I was only 
tryin’ to get a ‘blighty’.”

On 
the way home they quarreled with the whaling 
skipper and were put ashore on the island ‘of 
St. Paul, from which they were rescued by a 
tiny craft three months later. They sailed be- 
fore heavy westerlies for 36 days to reach Tas- 
mania, It was eleven years from the time 
Goodridge left England before he set foot there 
again.

How To Improve Your 


Circulation

At this time of year I begin to receive a 
large number of letters wanting to know how 
to increase the circulation. Many of these 
letters come from patients who have low blood 
pressure, anemia or leakage of the heart valves, 
among whom a_ defective 
circulation is often a marked 
symptom. Poor circulation 
is also a very common symp- 
tom among the old. When 
any of the above disorders 
are accompanied by defec- 
tive circulation it is likely 
that the patient will notice 
no disagreeable symptoms 
caused by the slowing down 
of the circulation of the 
blood during the warm sum-

mer months, but many unpleasant conditions 
immediately appear as soon as cold weather 
begins. 

Some of the following symptoms are usual- 


ly noted when poor circulation is present: 
numbness or tingling of the hands and feet, 
more or less stiffness of these members, and 
perhaps a sensation of weakness or trembling 
through the muscles of the legs. In advanced 
cases, the skin may take on a very pronounced 
bluish or purplish tint and appears to be life- 
less and dull. Undoubtedly, poor circulation 
contributes to early wrinkling and sagging of 
the skin. 

Almost every sick person complains of suf- 
fering from cold hands and feet, but it is an 
important thing to remember that these are 
only danger signals pointing to poor circula- 
tion all over the body, including every bone; 
muscle and organ, 

In all circulatory disturbances, whether it 
be functional disturbances of the heart, hard- 
ening of the arteries, varicose veins, or just 
sluggish circulation, the condition is influenced 
more by the proper kind of physical culture 
exercises than by any other single factor, 
Either passive or active exercises, as the case 
demands, will immediately increase the flow 
of fluids in the body, and continued muscular 
activity will always produce a permanent ef- 
fect through increased strengthening of the 
muscle fibres all over the body. 

Everyone knows that any kind of exercise 
increases the general circulation, and makes 
the heart beat faster. Exercise is a wonderful 
remedy, and the only dne worth considering in 
the development of the blood circulation, but 
it must be begun slowly and gradually in- 
creased. 

At the start it is best to use only light calis- 
thenics combined with very short walks. Every 
few days another exercise can be added which 
will gradually call for more muscular tension. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “Puzzled Mother” writes from 
Los Angeles: “My little boy has come home 
from school and says that rice is raised in Cali- 
fornia and that it is sometimes sowed by means 
of an airplane. Could this be true, and how 
do you think rice should be cooked?” 

ANSWER: Your little boy is correct. I re- 
gard rice as one of the “Good” starches. I be- 
lieve that the most desirable way of preparing 
rice is to use the steam pressure cooker or fire- 
less cooker? If you do not have either, then 
cook the rice for a long time without stirring in 
a double boiler, so that the grains of rice will 
not be mashed together. Serve with butter or 
cream, I believe that if you will get some of 
the whole rice, also called brown rice, you will 
enjoy it, as it has a delicious flavor and contains 
organic minerals found in the outer covering. 

QUESTION—Miss VU. S. A. from Cleveland: 
Two of my fingers are painful during the 
winter. They become very stiff and the joints 
enlarge. My other hand becomes very cold. 
What do you advise?” 

ANSWER—It is difficult for me to tell you 
the cause of your trouble in your two fingers 
during the winter as I have not been able to 
examine you. Since the cause of your symp- 
toms might be due to arthritis I believe that 
the best pian would be for you to use the treat- 
ment suitable for the relief of this disorder. 
The ice-cold sensation might be due to poor 
circulation. 

QUESTION—‘Canadian’ from Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan writes: “Could you explain why 
I have a continual desire to pick my nose?” 

ANSWER—Nose picking is sometimes the 
result of a habit, but is occasionally due to an 
irritation present in the nasal membrane, 
which arouses the impulse to scratch or pick 
at the nose. I would suggest that the best plan 
is for you to write to me for my article called 
“A Mucus Cleansing Diet,” as this gives a regi- 
men which would be helpful to you in lessen- 
ing any catarrhal inflammation which may be 
present,

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, 240 years ago, 
M. deSaint Vallier, who had 
replaced Laval as Bishop of 
Quebec, issued two mande- 
ments which caused some com- 
motion in the small colony, 
The first condemned the pro- 
posed presentation of certain 
French comedies by the officers 
of the garrison, denouncing 
especially “Tartuffe,” the mas- 
terpiece of Moliere. The sec- 
ond personally denounced a M. 
de Mauriel, a half-pay lieuten- 
ant, who had won some fame 
“on the boards” in Paris and 
who was cast for the title role. 

The good bishop was doubt- 
less bent upon conserving the 
morals of his flock and was 
concerned as to the effect the 
production of a clever travesty 
upon customs in France might 
have in a colony. There was 
no doubt as to the play being 
in the doubtful class. When it 
was first presented for produc- 
tion in Paris in 1664 it was in- 
terdicted; a second edition met 
the same fate in 1667, but it 
was eventually licensed in 
1669 and proved an immense 
success. 

It is just possible, of course, 
(if it can be said without of- 
fence) that there was quite a 
little diplomacy mixed with 
the bishop's watchfulness over 


his people. Perhaps if “Tare 
tuffe” had been given publicly 
it might have opened the eyes 
of the common people that 
there were in their own midst 
certain officials who, under the 
cloak of religion, were guilty 
of vice and avarice. The play 
was given at Quebec, despite 
the bishop's ban, but only to a 
limited few. One , wonders 
whether Champigny, the In- 
tendant, was present, and, if 
he was, whether he recognized 
his own character in the play- 
wright's hero. 

Many times since this first 
ban the archbishops of Quebec 
have placed certain plays and 
players under the ban. Alas, 
however, for human nature, in 
many cases the interdiction 
served as an advertisement, as, 
I recall, was the case when 
Sarah Bernhardt first visited 
Quebec. The faithful were for- 
bidden to go to the theatre; we 
in Montreal expected some 
sort of disturbance and report- 
ers were sent to “cover the 
riot.’ But all was peaceful, 
except for the crowd around 
the theatre; the house was 
packed; the “Divine Sarah” 
had another triumph, and 
among the audience were 
quite a number of good Catho- 
lics! F 


The Mail Bag 


THIS DEPRESSION 


Editor Bulletin: The depres- 
sion -has expressed itself in 
acute unemployment, repeated 
wage cuts, reduction in moth- 
ers’ allowances, poor prices, 
forced labor camps with 20 
cents a day wages, and a very 
grudging relief policy. 

It has expressed itself in an- 
other way, and I ask your 
readers to recall that depres- 
sing phrase, “Payable in New 
York funds,’ and ponder on 
its significance. 

Briefly, we believe that when 
we are on the gold standard 
our dollar is worth at least 100 
cents outside of Canada. There 
are two ways in which this 
country could have gone off 
gold; one way was by printing 
Dominicn notes far in excess 
of the gold coverage required 
by the Finance Act, and an- 
other way was to _ interfere 
with the free movement of 
gold shipments. 

If there is one statement 
that Mr. Bennett has frequent- 
ly repeated during the past 
two years, it is this, that Can- 
ada was on the gold standard, 
and it was not till the time of 
his interview with President 
Roosevelt in April, 1933, that 
he proclaimed to the world 
that Canada had gone off gold. 

It is a fact that between 
September, 1931, and April, 
1933, our dollar was at a dis- 
count of anywhere between 10 
and 20 per cent, so the question 
arises, What made our: dollar 
depreciate if we were on the 
gold standard? Did our Gov- 
ernment issue Dominion notes 
in excess of gold coverage? 
No, that would have been 
beneficial “inflation.” Did our 
Government interfere with the 
free movement of gold? Yes; 
an order-in-council was passed 
prohibiting the export of gold 
except by permit. Did this 
action benefit the nation? No, 
conditions got worse. Did any- 
body benefit? Yes, the owners 
of Canadian gold mines. They 
got an increase for their prod- 
uct in priee equal to the dis- 
count on the Canadian dollar 
in New York. 


But that was not all. Our 
dollar was deliberately depre- 
ciated by that order-in-council 
with the result that we were 
forced to pay an increase of 
anywhere from 10 to 20 per 
cent to our bondholders, This 
is why wage cuts and reduc- 
tions in mothers’ allowances 
were necessary; our sacrifice 
expressed itself in “payment in 
New York funds.” 

Another question arises here: 
who was Mr. Bennett trying 
to fool with his statements 
about the gold standard? Not 
the bondholders, because they 
were getting theirs; it must 
have been the people at large. 

Two items from the 1932 an- 
nual report of the Metropoli- 


| tan Life Insurance Co. of Am- 


erica; Under the heading of 
Canadian business the follow- 
ing appears: Dominion and Doe 
minion guaranteed bonds, $46,- 
646,458.69; provincial, munici- 
pal and guaranteed bonds, 
$112,175,423.49. Figure that out 
at 15 per cent, and remember 
that we paid it by order-ine 
council, 

In fairness it must be re- 
membered that “payment in 
New York funds” does not 
mean that the bondholders 
must reside outside of Canada. 
This was illustrated very 
clearly a year ago when Cale 
gary refused to meet its obli- 
gations in New York funds; 
one of that city’s largest cred- 
itors and one of the most in- 
sistent in demanding payment 
was the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada, ® 

It is a remarkable coinci- 
dence and worthy of recording 
that the present Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada, as late as 1928, 
was a director of both the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company and the Royal Bank 
of Canada.

Ten Million Dollars 
Per Day

This sounds like a lot of money; but it is the increase in fac- 
tory pay-rolls in the United States since the Government of that 
country began financing the resumption of business. The des- 
patch from Washington, outlining conditions as at the end of 
1933, reads: 


“Factory employment, according to the labor depart- 
ment, has risen more than 2,500,000, and weekly payrolls are 
larger by an average of sixty-one million dollars than last 


year.” 

Up to the end of 1933 the United States Government had 
also invested eight hundred and fifty million dollars in preferred 
shares of National Banks, so as to make available a substantial 
amount of bank credit not subject to recall on demand by de- 
positors. 


The one thing remaining necessary is the re-establishment of 
foreign commerce. To attain this end it is proposed that the 
President be given power at the present session of Congress to 
make reciprocity treaties with other nations on the term that 
each treaty shall come into effect when signed by the President 
without having to be referred back to the U. S. Senate for ratifi- 
cation. There seems little reason to doubt that this power will be 
granted; it having been stated from the White House that no 
treaty will be concluded that does not contain the more-favored 
nation clause. Each contracting nation must agree that no trade 
privilege shall be granted anywhere which does not automatical- 
ly become a part of the reciprocity treaty in favor of the United 
States; and as to any trade privilege granted by the United States 
extending to all its reciprocity treaties, 


There is no doubt Germany and Russia will bé eager to close 
with the United States. France and all its middle-Europe asso- 
ciates, and Italy, Spain and Portugal will be ready to trade but 
will study the terms more carefully than Germany and Russia. 
The countries of South America and Central America are press- 
ing for trade facilities with the United States. China and Japan 
will not refuse any reasonable proposal.

Another solution, equally ef- 
fective, can be made of two drams of 
tannic acid, one ounce of glycerine, 
three ounces of rosewater and two 
ounces to toilet alcohol. 

Either of these solutions can be 
used on the hands with perfect | 
eafety. They merely help to correct 
the excessiveness of the perspiration, 
but do not cause the destruction of 
sweat glands. The hands should be 
thoroughly ¢leansed, and then 
sponged with whichever of these so- 
lutions is preferred, three times a 
dey. The chosen solution should be 
permitted to dry on the hands. And 
as the final step, a good cream or | 
hand lotion should be applied, so | 
that the hands will be sure to retain 
their soft, velvety smoothness.

RUMORS DENIED 

Mr. Howson said: 

“In every part of the province 
supporters of the Brownlee govern- 
ment are spreading the story that 
if any other government went into 
power the Debt Adjustment Act 
would be immediately repealed, 
and that the debtors would be 
‘thrown to the wolves.’ There is 
not one word of truth in this state- 
ment.” ° 

“The Liberals made it perfectly 
clear at the last session that they 
did not think that the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act went far enough. We stat- 
ed that it should apply to all 
debtors in the province who are 
making an honest effort to meet 
their obligations. We also stated 
that the Act should be in fact a 
Debt Adjustment Act, not a Debt 
Postponement Act. 

“We pointed out that the Act as 
drawn simply postponed the evil 
day, and that when things changed 
the debt plus acumulated interest 
would still be on the shoulders of 
the debtor. 

DEBTORS’ FIGHTING CHANCE 

“We suggest that in addition to 
the provisions of the present Act 
there should bes set up in each 
judicial district a committee which 
would call together the debtor and 
his creditors, and after carefully 
considering the position of the 
debtor the committee should en- 
deavor to arrange with the creditors 
to actually reduce their claims, both 
as to principal and interest to a 
point which would give the debtor 
a good fighting chance to actually 
wipe out the balance of his debt in 
the future without crippling him in 
his operations. ’ 

“This appears to us to be a sound 
policy, and much more advan- 
tageous to the debtor than simply 
postponing the whole debt and ac- 
cumulating interest as the Debt 
Adjustment Act does at the present 
time. 

DEBT IS UNIVERSAL 

“To hear some people talk you 
would think that only supporters of 
the Brownlee Government are in 
debt. The fact is that Grits, Tories, 
U.F.A. and every other line of po- 
litical faith have large numbers of 
people who are hopelessly in debt. 
Do not these supporters of the 
U.F.A., realize that the protection 
and reduction of debts should ap- 
ply to every deserving debtor, 
whether he be a farmer, merchant 
or a mechanic? The sooner our | 
people realize that the benefits of 
legislation of this kind should ap- 
ply to all classes and all industries, 
the sooner we will be on a footing 
to make progress, The sooner those 
people who say they are afraid that 
we might be “thrown to the wolves” | 
realize that the Provincial Liberal | 
Party is prepared to go farther | 
than the Brownlee Government, | 
the better it will be for all of our 
people. There is possibly nothing 
that has done Alberta so much 
harm as the setting up of one class 
of our people against another.

THREE-IN-ONE 
BILL SCHEME 
NEW PROPOSAL 


City Considers Combining 
Light, Water, ’Phone 


Accounts 


City commissioners are consider- 
ing a proposal to issue one bill a 
month to electric light, water and 
telephone customers, instead of 
three, as at present. The possibil- 
ity of this method being adopted 
shortly was broached recently by 
Commissioner David Mitchell, who 
pointed out, however, that there 
were several Jifficulties which 
stood in the way of such a scheme. 

The question will be discussed by 
civic heads and superintendents of 
the utilities departments shortly. 

If the one-bill plan were put into 
effect, it would likely only cover 
the light and water bills for a start, 
each account being itemized on the 
one form. 


MAJOR OBSTACLE 

The major obstacle standing in 
the way of the idea being adopted 
immediately is the fact that tele- 
phone accounts are due on the first 
of each month. Bills for electric 
light and water, however, are due 
at different dates during the month, 
depending on the district in which 
the customer lives. Therefore, it 
would be necessary to have the 
dates for telephone bills correspond 
with the electric light and water 
accounts. 

Various departmental difficulties 
would also have to be overcome in 
connection with this proposal, Mr. 
Mitchell said, adding that he was 
hopeful the city would be able to 
make use of the plan. 

Savings which could be made un- 
der the scheme include the econ- 
omy which, would be affected on 
necessary receipts and on mailing 
charges for the telephone depart- 
ment,

THIRD EYEWITNESS 
Ulric Ladurantage,

NOT DEFEATED 
~ Hitlerites, the professor maintain- 
ed, held that Germany had not 
been defeated in the Great War, 
but had been stabbed in the back 
by the Jews, Communists and paci- 
fists. “They contend that the true 
ans are pure-blooded Aryians, 
!a Superior race destined to domin- 
ate,” he said 

He told his hearers that the 
theory of this race was an absolute 
myth, yet it had been made a part 
of the Nazi gospel, and on it was 
based many of the Nazi policies, 
such as “Jew-baiting”. 

On coming into power, Hitlerism, 
or Nazism, had proceeded to imple 
ment its program. The result had 
| been a totalitarian state and blind 
| leadership, involving censorship of 
news organs and \ propaganda 
“These are contrary t@® our 
theories,” stated Dr. Hardy. 
| The tendency of the movement, 
he continued, had been to “recast 
all German education on the line 
of the Nazi psychology and to pro- 
| duce the soldier type.” 


| LIKELY TO STAY 

| In conclusion, the speaker said 
“Hitler is likely to stay. The world 
| must take recognizance of him and 
| the Nazis in world movements, But 
|the world should keep up its pres 
sure of public opinion regarding 
those features of Nazi policy which 
offend against civilization.” 

At the close of his address, Dr 
| Hardy read a letter which he re- 
}ceived recently from Prof. Rache 
Dickson, formerly of the faculty of 
the University of Alberta, and now 
in England. Prof Dickson 
told of a trip to Germany, emphas- 
izing the extreme militaristic spirit 
which prevailed in that country. He 
felt that if this spirit continued, war 
would be the obvious result.

Moving a vote of thanks to Dr. 
Hardy, Arthur Lessard, vice-pres- 
ident of the club, appealed for 
more active interest on the part of 
the young generation in the polit- 


ical affairs of the country. He 
pointed out that, after all, the 
younger ,generation was going to 


pay a greater portion of the national 
debt than the generation which 
contracted it

It concluded its report by saying:

Mrs. Eleanor Price, president of 
the women's section of the U-F.A. 
in her report also paid attention 
to the political affiliation that had 
been achieved between the U.F.A. 
and the C.C.F. quoting Dr. John 
Line of the United Church of Can- 
ada as saying: 

“Political action must be or- 
ganized, for only converted 
pressure of the right kind can 
secure that parliamentary action 
that is now essential.” 

Among the things she urged that 
the C.C.F. would bring them were:

BROWNLEE PRAISED 

Premier Brownlee and his cab- 
inet came in for praise from the 
president and board of directors, 
who each blamed the newspapers 
for not disseminating information 
about Alberta's finances that would 
show the provincial administration 
in a better light. 

Premier Bennett's exhortations to 
wastern Canadians to not flinch 
from imposing on themselves, “the 
highest standards of self discipline” 
in view of possible happenings that 
may test “the very fabric of our 
vatienal being,” came in for some 
-awky Scottish fun-making in 
President’ Gardiner’s ‘presidential 
address. Said he, amid laughter 
from some of the delegates: 

“If the present economic sys- 
tem has nothing better to offer, 
those now in control of the sys- 
tem should raise no objections to 
a change. They themselves by 
reason of financia} good fortune 
have no need for sacrifice and can | 
therefore face the prospects of 
self discipline for their fellow cit- 
izens with fortitude.” 

The only unpleasant note in the 
whole of the opening morning’s 
proceedings was contained in the 
yeport of the directors who report- 
ed: | 
It is with deep regret that we | 
have to report a very unfortunate | 
oceurrence in the Central Office. 
Two of the trusted employces are 
at this time awaiting trial for mis- 
appropriating funds of the associa- 
tion. This matter will be further 
explained by the auditor.” 


DISCUSS MANY PROBLEMS 

“We are come together at the be- 
ginning of another year to discuss 
many problems that beset the farm- 
ing community, not in the hope that 
in discussion will these problems be 


far beyond production costs. The 
main contributing causes to the de- 
pression had to be dealt with in an 
international way. ‘There could be 
no return to prosperity until farm- 
ers got a profitabie return for pro- 
ducers. 


WELCOMES DELEGATES 


Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture and health, welcomed 
delegates on behalf of the provin- 
cial government. 


He regretted the inability to be| 


present of Premier J. E. Brownlee, 
who was on his way to Ottawa to 
attend the Dominion - provincial 
conference. The Premier’s decision 


to go east was reached after con- | 
sultation with the U.F.A. board of | 
directors and the provincial cab- | 


inet. 

The conference was of the utmost 
importance in view of the questions 
on the agenda. Premier Brownlee 
would refute the allegations made 
on Monday by the premier of 
Prince Edward Island, that the 
west had received more assistance 
than the east from the Dominion 
government. The Prince Edward 
Island premier had made the ques- 


tion of assistance a public issue and | 


Premier Brownlee would show that 
the east had actually been the re- 
cipient of the greatest amount of 
relief. 

He would detain the delegates 
no longer as they would hear him 
on Wednesday night in substituting 
for the premier. 

In officially opening the con- 
vention, Robert Gardiner, presi- 
dent of the U.F.A., asked dele- 
gates to stand for a minute's 
silence as a tribute to the late 
Miss Frances Bateman, secretary 
of the organization, who died last 
year. 

Mr. Gardiner was elected conven- 
tion chairman by acclamation and 
was delegated to appoint three as- 
sistants.
